How many 
vessels would be added to the present 
program, he could not say, nor could 
ho tell what types of ship would be 
constructed, '^''at waiter' further study. 


Nor did he Know whetncr additional 


authorizing legislation would be need- 
ed. That depended on the typo of ves- 
sel to be buill. .If it should be decid- 
ed to build warships falling into tho 
categories authorized by the Vinsonj 
act, new legislation would be needed. 
For the present, at least, no increased 
naval personnel would be necessary.

In the field of the nervous and men- 


tal diseases, siiecial interest attaches to 
Ihe development of a technic by which 
loctors can record the activity of 
various portions of Ihe brain in the 
.same way that they record Ihe aclivi 
tics of tile heart. 


Most important, however, are the 


new methods of treatment of adoles- 
cent insanity—so-called dementia prae- 
cox. In this condition, once it de- 
velops, there i.s progressive degenera- 
tion of the intellect. The new meth- 
ods of treatment involve the injection 
of insulin to the point at which the 
patient becomes unconscious and may 
even 
develop 
convulsions. Anolhci 


method is to inject the patient with 
the drug known as metrazol which 
produces convulsions like those of 
epilepsy. 


These methods arc known as shock 


treatments. Already many hundreds 
of cases have boon treated and the re- 
sults are ext-rtinol.v encouraging. 


Operations Upon Brain 


In surgery the outstanding operative 


procedures of interest are those upon 
the brain, and upon the sympathetic 
nervous system for the relief of high 
blood pressure and fro the control of 
some conditions affecting the heart 
Other operations have been performed 
directly upon Ihe heart in order to im 
prove its circulation.

Chungking, about 1,000 miles inland 


in a direct lino from the coast, is up 
the Yangtze river from Hankow, mid- 
land metropolis where the Chinese 
government moved from Nanking its 
fallen capital. 


Matsui told Japanese newspapermen 


"there is no hurry about future mili- 
tary operations so soon after the cap- 
lure of Nanking." 


"Our troops, after more than four 


months of hostilities, need a rest," the 
Bcneral said. "At the same time we 
give the Chinese time to reconsider 
tlieir attitude but if they persist in 
their anti-Japanese policies we will be 
forced to act."

*THE New England town meeting is one of the oldest existing 
1 vehicles of democracy—as old as the United States govern- 
ment itself. 


So when a New England town meeting comes into head- 


on collision with the ultra-mode-n phe'.omenon of Nazism, 
what happens ought to be worth watching. 


It happened, the other day—in Southbury. Conn. The 


German-American Bund, a Nazi outfit, had bought 178 acres 
.of land, within the town limits of Southbury, and was pre- 
paring: to build a camp there. The sturdy Yankees of South- 
bury had scant use for such going-on, and cast about for a 
way to stop it. Hence the town meeting. 


The townspeople debated the matter for a couple of 


hours or so. On the one hand, they faced the fact that this is 
a free country and that there is no law to keep a private or- 
ganization from maintaining a summer camp if it chooses to 
'do so; on the other hand, there was the equally obvious fact 
that Yankee democracy has no use whatever for a goose- 
stepping, heil-Hitlering Nazi outfit in its midst, 


In the end ,the townspeople adopted a zoning ordinance 


making it illegal for the Nazis to build cabins or hold drills 
on their land. And there the matter rests, with the Nazis 
apparently checkmated.

OW Southbury is a small town, and what happens there

'• 'Isolated from potential enemy coun- 
tries in Europe and Asia and on very 
friendly terms with neighboring Can- 
ada nnd Mexico, the United States has 
not felt that it needed a huge peace- 
time conscript army such as places a 
tremendous financial burden on nearly 
every other major country. 


Since this peace-minded nation has 


depended primarily on n stalwart navy 
to hold off nn agrcssor, the secondary 
defense has been a comparatively weak 
link in the line of resistance to possi- 
ble enemy attack. 


However, there has been a steady 


strengthening of the army since the 
waning of international disarmament 
hnpe.i about five years ago. Still .smnll 
in numbers, it is rated by the army 
high command as more efficient today 
than at any other period in its ixiace- 
time history. 


New Planes Hutlt 


There has been tremendous progress 


in professional skill, mobility, mod- 
ernization of weapons and equipment. 
Scacoast defenses nrc being modern- 
ized, tanks and motorized artillery are 
high speed, infantry with semi-auto- 
matic shoulder rifles arc being reor- 
ganized in new, streamlined halations. 


Most striking advances have been in 


aircraft. The army now has 1,000 new 
planes, and another 1,000 under order.
